A good day for Almaraz-DeSantiago 
is when everything goes according 
to plan, such as students intelligently 
debating to the point of not wanting to 
leave class when the bell rings.

The flip side is when students stare at 
the clock or forget to check their drama 
at the door. 

She spends time after school helping 
students look for college scholarships, 
and pays hundreds of dollars for sup- 
plies, books and classroom decorations 
out of her own pocket. 

“I went into this profession to help 
students figure out who they are, make 
them feel important and who they are 
matters, to question the world they live 
in, to analyze. I’m not asking to be ap- 
preciated. I don’t want to be villainized,” 
she said. 

Even with a mortgage and a child 
to support, going on strike would be a 
worthwhile sacrifice, said her husband, 
Marco DeSantiago, 36, a social sci- 
ence teacher for four years at Hancock 
College Prep High School in West 
Elsdon. 

“Every teacher, even ones they don’t 
think are great teachers, wants to do a 
good job,” he said. “We all want what’s 
best for students. We think about it a lot.” 



SECRET 
LIFE OF A 


As the possibility of a 
strike looms, how do 
Chicago educators 
feel about their jobs?

Forget “saved by the bell.” The work day for 
some Chicago Public Schools teachers begins 
before class is in session and ends long after 
students are dismissed. 

It’s common for teachers to prepare the 
classroom before school starts and spend time 
after school tutoring students, running clubs 
or coaching sports. Many are known to grade 
papers and work on lesson plans at night and 
on weekends. Others willingly spend their 
own money on classroom materials or prizes 
to reward students. 

The job of a teacher is under the micro- 
scope this week as educators gear up to strike 
over their contracts after months of nego- 
tiations between the Chicago Teachers Union 
and Chicago Public Schools. The union has 
set Monday as the walk-out date. It would be 
the first teacher strike in Chicago in 25 years. 
(The 1987 strike lasted 19 days.) 


CONTINGENCY PLAN? 

If there is a strike, Chicago Public Schools plans to keep 145 school sites open for half-days 
Monday through Friday. Students will get breakfast and lunch and will have non-instructional 
activities such as independent reading, journaling and computer programming. But with the 
day ending at 12:30 p.m., many working parents are stressed trying to figure out what their 
children will do for the rest of the day. 


More than 26,000 teachers, counselors, 
teacher assistants and school clerks in the na- 
tion’s third-largest school district could walk 
out unless an agreement is reached, disrupt- 
ing classes for about 403,000 students. Many 
teachers have been saving money over the 
past few months because they won’t get paid 
for the days they strike. 


The union and the school district have 
been negotiating a new contract since No- 
vember. They have been able to hammer out 
some issues but are at an impasse on others 
such as pay raises, job security and class size. 
The average CPS teacher salary is $71,000. 
The annual starting salary is about $50,000. 
The strike looms after both sides agreed

Leanee Brown said in the past she’s been 
to schools where teachers worked in di- 
lapidated buildings, where students were 
hostile, where parents were antagonistic, 
where administrators were intimidating. 

“This is a reality for a lot of teachers. Yet, 
we go to work and we smile and we greet 
our students with a warm embrace daily,” 
she said. 

Teachers need to stand up for their 


profession, she said. “This is not about 
money. This is about fair working condi- 
tions,” Brown said. 

In anticipation of the possible strike, she 
started saving money in a strike fund at 
her credit union, carpools and often has 
dinner with other teachers to cut down on 
costs. 

A price can’t be put on the personal 
relationships she establishes with her 
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to make the school day longer— an initiative 
pushed by Mayor Emanuel. High schoolers 
will have y^-hour days and elementary stu- 
dents will have 7-hour days. As part of the 
deal, the two sides agreed to hire teachers 
who had been laid off to cover the extra time. 

Given the possibility of a strike, RedEye 
talked to elementary and high school teach- 
ers in various neighborhoods about the jobs 
at the center of the labor dispute. Some said 
they chose the career because they were in- 
spired by their own teachers. Others wanted 
to make a difference. Still others just have it 
in their blood. Here are their stories.

students, she said. She has never regret- 
ted her choice to be a teacher, calling it the 
“most rewarding experience next to being a 
mother.” 

Much like a parent, the job of a teacher is 
never-ending. “We give endlessly. We give tire- 
lessly. We give unconditionally,” she said. 

It’s that volunteer spirit that convinced her to 
become a teacher. She witnessed teachers buy- 
ing needed clothing and supplies for students 
with their own money. 

“They didn’t do it with a grimace. They did it 
with a smile. They did it from their hearts. I said 
this is truly a service. This is what I want to do.” 


Mike Ryan I 30 , uptown 

Music teacher at Greene Elementary School in 
McKinley Park; fifth year as a teacher 

Mike Ryan ended up in the family business. 
His dad is a high school theater teacher 
and his mom, a private piano teacher. He 
returned to the classroom last month after 
taking two years to get his master’s degree 
in music education. 

“I’ve worked in an office where I had a 
8 a.m. to 5 p.m. schedule and I feel like I do a 
lot more work in my normal school day than 
I ever did when I was working in the office,” 
said Ryan, a national board certified teacher, 
a professional distinction. 

He teaches students in five hour-long 
music classes a day and stays after school 
for one hour twice a week for choir practice. 
With the new longer school day, he gets a 
45-minute lunch break that allows him to re- 
charge a bit before he resumes teaching. 

Though it would be a financial hardship 
for Ryan, he will strike, he says, so that chil- 
dren can get the education they deserve. 

“When I think about my job, I know that 
what I do makes a difference. I never won- 
der whether or not the hard work that I put 
in is worth it,” Ryan said. “Any good teacher 
has a connection to his or her students. We 
really care about the students. We’re there 
for them and what they represent: the fu- 
ture of our society.”

Kyle Schulte I 27, Lincoln Park 
Physical education teacher and athletic director 
at Gunsaulus Elementary Scholastic Academy in Brighton Park; 
fourth year as a teacher 

“The biggest perception as a P.E. teacher is it’s the easiest 
job in the world. All you do is play,” Kyle Schulte said. 

Sure, he wants the kids to have fun, but his hour-long 
class is not like recess. He teaches students team building 
and good sportsmanship skills as well as sports terminology 
and history. 

He arrives at school 45 minutes early to set up the gym 
before the 8:15 a.m. start. After school, he runs a 2-hour well- 
ness program for students twice a week. In the winter, he 
stays until 5 p.m. coaching basketball and until 7 p.m. for 
games. In the spring, he holds an hour-long parent fitness 
class three times a week. 

Aside from teaching, he also has to deal with student 
disruption. 

“I had a student hit me before-a third grader-and a stu- 
dent told me to F-off,” Schulte said. “You just kind of got to 
roll with it and handle the situation appropriately and not 
overreact and talk to them and see why they’re doing that.” 

With the possibility of a strike, he is worried about miss- 
ing a paycheck at a time when he’s deciding to move apart- 
ments and paying off his car and student loans.

CPS negotiations 
enter high gear

Ten months after contract talks began and just 
days before a possible teachers strike, Chicago 
Public Schools and the teachers union are finally 
turning full attention to the most contentious is- 
sue on the table, pay raises. 

The two sides have left the most critical issues 
for last— which is typical in labor negotiations — 
giving them little time to reach an agreement be- 
fore the union’s Monday strike deadline. 

CPS and the Chicago Teachers Union have 
scheduled talks through Friday and will meet over 
the weekend if no resolution is reached. Nego- 
tiations are expected to focus on wage increases, 
teacher evaluations, job security and the structure 
of the longer school day 

The union ratcheted up the pressure a bit

Greater Grand Crossing on Tuesday logged 
its fifth homicide in about a month, a RedEye 
analysis of preliminary police data found. 

An 18-year-old man was shot to death in the 
6900 block of South Princeton Avenue, police 
said. 

Greater Grand Crossing has recorded 19 ho- 
micides so far this year, according to RedEye 
data. The South Side community area logged 
21 homicides last year. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were recorded 
in the past week in Calumet Heights, Chatham, 
New City, Uptown, Washington Park and West 
Elsdon, data shows. 

Meanwhile, a man was stabbed to death Aug. 
30 in the 7000 block of South Artesian Avenue 
in Chicago Lawn, police said. 

Thirty-four fatal stabbings have been record- 
ed so far this year-already surpassing 2011 and 
2010 totals. Stabbing fatalities are up 
78 percent this year compared to the same 



period last year, 

RedEye data found. 

August ended last 
week with 57 homicides, 
up from 37 homicides in 

August 2011, according to RedEye data. This was 
the deadliest August since August 2010, which 
saw 60 homicides, RedEye data found. 

Six homicides have been logged so far this 
month. Thirty-nine homicides were recorded in 
September 2011, RedEye determined.

There’s only one 
person who men- 
tions the word “belly” 
more often than a 
gossip magazine’s 
celebrity baby-watch 

section. That’s Bill Kim, a fine-dining chef who’s 
gone casual with his super-popular pan-Asian res- 
taurants Urban Belly in Avondale and Belly Shack 
in Wicker Park. In late August, he welcomed a 
third baby to the Belly family Belly Q. Since I’ve 
been waiting for Kim’s latest creation with the 
bated breath of a Beyonce fan counting down to 
Blue Ivy’s arrival, I was happy to brave the dinner 
crowds during the West Loop restaurant’s second 
weekend open. I left with a full belly and answers 
to a few questions I’d been wondering about. 


Is this Korean barbecue or what? 

Kind of. Kim calls Belly Q “modern Asian 
barbecue.” What that means is he’s taken the 
Korean barbecue you know from grill-at-your- 
table classics such as Cho Sun Ok and Sab Soo 
Gab San and twisted the flavors in the broader, 
pan- Asian direction of Belly Shack and Urban 
Belly Kim also hopes to make it more interactive 
and accessible. “You go to a traditional barbecue 
[restaurant and] you get 13 or 15 different [things] 



Can I order my favorites from Belly 
Shack and Belly Q here? 

If your fave is the jedamame, then yes. Kim 
serves the snack the same way as at his other 
restaurants, with soy-balsamic glaze and crispy

at your table and someone just walks away not 
describing what you’re eating.” Six tables along 
the front windows as well as the chef’s table near 
the kitchen feature Japanese infrared grills built 
into the tabletops. Of course, grilled dishes are 
just one part of a menu that features tofu hot 
pots, smoked meats, salads and snacks. 


fried shallots ($4). Belly Q also serves the same 
Chinese eggplant with Thai basil ($6) as Urban 
Belly as well as soft-serve ($6, with fun toppings 
such as coconut jelly and passion fruit ice) that’s 
similar to Belly Shack’s. And though the Korean 
staple of kimchee may not look exactly the same 
here as at Kim’s other restaurants because it’s 
made with different veggies, the kicky marinade 
is identical. 

What’d they do with the pizza oven? 

It’s still here. Kim has put the wood-burning piz- 
za oven left behind by previous restaurant tenant 
One Sixtyblue to use making Korean pancakes, a 
favorite dish that his mom cooked for him grow- 
ing up. A batter of rice flour, eggs and ice water 
with veggies mixed in is poured into a thin circle 
and then baked. Each pancake is topped with 
seafood ($8), goat’s milk feta ($7) or chunks of 
thick bacon and shreds of spicy kimchee ($8), the 
latter of which makes for a heavenly combo of 
smoky and spicy flavors. “It’s my interpretation 
of pizza,” Kim said. 

Isn’t barbecue supposed to take a 
long time? 

“Low and slow” is for the motto for American 
barbecue, but Kim wanted to showcase Asian 
barbecue techniques that don’t take hours in 
a smoker to develop flavor. Tea-smoked duck 




Savory Asian pancakes 
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breast ($20), pork 
steak ($18) or lamb 
ribs ($23) cook for 
about 10 minutes in 
a smoker with a mix- 
ture of Chinese black 
tea, flour and sugar. 

Likewise, beef short 
ribs ($20) spend 24 
hours marinating be- 
fore hitting the grill 
(either in the kitchen 
or at your table) for 
just a few minutes. The result is a beautiful 
blank slate for three made-from-scratch 
sauces: soy-balsamic, serrano chili (which 
deserves its name, Belly Fire) and hoisin. 

I happily bounced between them — tangy 
spicy sweet, repeat— with each bite of meat. 

Does that guy behind the bar 
look familiar? 

You bet. He’s Peter Vestinos, Sepia’s former 
bartender who has moved on to become 
a mixology consultant extraordinaire and, 
most recently, Belly Q’s beverage director. 
The last cocktails shaken by Vestinos that I 
drank were super-strong pours meant to be 
slowly savored at now-closed Wicker Park 
lounge The Exchange. By contrast, Belly Q’s 
cocktails are less potent but go down easy 


with food, countering all the spice and tang. 
For example, the Red Lotus (made with sake, 
yuzu, plum basil seed, cane sugar and sesame 
leaf, $9) is Vestinos’ answer to Kim’s request 
for a mojito-like drink. 

Bottom line 

Randolph Street has grown more crowded 
lately, but not everything with a Restaurant 
Row address delivers. Bill Kim’s latest Belly 
venture definitely lives up. The flavors are 
bold enough to keep you interested and tan- 
talizing enough to keep you going back for 
more. Expect to leave with a very happy belly

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Rising decorator Kyle Schuneman’s forthcoming book is loaded with ideas for people on a budget, los angeles times photos 



Chicago native has a new book 
to inspire other 20-somethings 
to ditch their dorm decor

Kyle Schuneman is only 27 , yet the Chicago native has worked as a styl- 
ist, set decorator and interior designer for nearly a decade, ever since 
he deferred admission to Loyola Marymount and moved to L.A. when 
he was 18. 

“I’ve been subscribing to Architectural Digest since I was 13,” Sc- 
huneman says. “I always wanted to design.” 

By 2010, House Beautiful had named him one of the “Next Wave 
of Top 20 Designers,” and he had art-directed 75 episodes of “Giada at 
Home” on the Food Network. Now Schuneman is at work on a Woo- 
lite pop-up fashion store to open for Newark Fashion Week as well as 
the House of Rock, a Santa Monica, Calif., design showcase and party 
venue sponsored by Rolling Stone magazine that’s scheduled to launch 
Sept. 15. 

With his camera-ready looks and a well-stocked bag of decorating 
tricks, Schuneman has one more new role: author. Next week Clark- 
son Potter/Random House will release “The First Apartment Book: 
Cool Design for Small Spaces.” 

It’s a remarkable feat for a young decorator whose first design gig, 
if you could call it that, was as a production assistant on a Super Bowl 
commercial. 

“I made $150 for sweeping up confetti after every take,” Schuneman 
says, laughing. “That was my glamorous entrance.” 

After years of “going above and beyond to overcompensate for my 
lack of experience,” Schuneman launched his own firm, Live Well De- 
signs, with a style that’s part contemporary and part retro, punctuated 
by quirky unexpected touches. He hopes his book’s easy how-to for- 
mat will inspire other 20 -somethings to graduate from dorm decor to 
more stylish, personal environments. 

With photographer Joe Schmelzer, Schuneman singled out 10 young 
apartment dwellers around the country and gave their spaces afford- 
able makeovers. He discovered that though most people his age have 
a strong opinion about fashion, they don’t always have a sense of their 
own decorating style. 

“I had to ask them questions like, ‘What kind of hotel do you like?’ 
‘What’s your favorite landscape?’ Or, ‘What’s in your wardrobe?’ ” 
From those answers, Schuneman devised personality-driven decorat- 
ing narratives with labels such as the Art Lover, the Bohemian and the 
Homebody 

“This book is for people who aren’t going to be able to hire a de- 
signer, but they can spend $25 for a hard-working resource filled with 
great ideas,” Schuneman says. 

Each profile comes with floor plans, cost breakdowns, how-tos and 
shopping resources. Schuneman shared one of the easiest ideas here.

YARN 

FRAMES 

SUPPLIES 

» Wooden picture frames, varying sizes 
»1 skein medium weight yarn in your 
color of choice (will cover five 8-by-8-inch 
frames) 

» Light-duty staple gun with quarter-inch 
staples 

1 Staple the loose end of the yarn to 
the top left corner on the back of 
the frame-just to the right of where 
the two sides meet. Loop the yarn around 
the frame twice, pulling it tight. You want 
it to be flush but not so strained that it 
could break. Staple the yarn against the 
back again. 

Start wrapping! Working in a 
clockwise motion, loop the yarn 
a dozen or so times, and then 
scrunch it toward the wrapped end 
to make the effect more substantial. 
Continue wrapping and scrunching. Do 
an extra layer around the corners, where 
yarn tends to slip. Don’t worry about 
things being perfectly straight or the 
same thickness. 

Once you’ve covered the frame, 
staple the end of the yarn to the 
back. Wrap twice, and staple 
again. Cut the yarn, leaving about an inch 
extra after the staple to ensure against fu- 
ture slippage. Staple every 3 inches along 
the back of your frame. Put an extra sta- 
ple at an angle on each corner.

What it is: A sleek travel iron with a handle 
that folds down for easy packing. It also has a 
120/240-volt switch for travel abroad. 

The good: Maybe it’s because we’ve always 
bought cheap irons for home use, but this 
makes ironing almost fun. The highly polished 
stainless steel plateeasiliiy glides over fabric - 
it’s like driving a sporty compact car, moving 
easily around buttons and seams. The ample 
steam supply meant we never needed its burst- 
of-steam feature. The iron also has an 8-foot 
cord, which means you won’t run out of cord 
length midshirt. The heating mechanism was 
very fast. The Rowenta folds small enough in 
its pouch to easily fit in a half-size messenger 
bag (OK, call it a murse). We might make it our 
regular iron at home too. 



The bad: When standing on end, it seems as if 
it could be unsteady, but it never fell over. The 
water reservoir requires refilling if doing more 
than a couple of shirts, but on the road, how 
much ironing would a person do? At home, just 
keep more water nearby. We do wonder if the 
reservoir plug would eventually start to leak, 
and some online complaints of heating failure 
would make me keep the receipt on file.

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Compelling account of Bin Laden’s assassination

Former Navy SEAL Matt Bissonnette did 
not put the first slug into Osama bin Laden 
when SEALs raided the terrorist’s lair in 
Pakistan in May 2011. 

But he fired follow-up shots quickly and 
without remorse, as he describes in vivid, 
gruesome detail in “No Easy Day,” written 
under the pseudonym Mark Owen with co- 
author Kevin Maurer: 

“The point man’s shots had entered the 
right side of his head. Blood and brains 
spilled out of the side of his skull. In his 
death throes, he was still twitching and 
convulsing,” he writes. ‘Another assaulter 
and I trained our lasers on his chest and 
fired several rounds. The bullets tore into 
him, slamming his body into the floor until 
he was motionless.” 

Within minutes, the SEALs had identified 
the dead man as Bin Laden. A coded phrase 
was relayed to an admiral in Afghanistan, 
who flashed the news to awaiting President 
Obama: The mission to get Bin Laden, at 
long last, had been accomplished. Obama’s 
gamble to green light the assault, rather than 
an aerial bombing raid, had paid off. 

“No Easy Day” is brisk and compelling in

its telling of the training, execution and im- 
mediate aftermath of the Bin Laden mission 
by the elite Seal Team 6 — no easy task since 
the public already knows how it ended, with 
Bin Laden dead, no U.S. casualties and the 
Pakistanis furious that the U.S. had invaded 
their country. 

The Pentagon has threatened Bissonnette 
with legal action for supposedly breaking a 
secrecy agreement demanded of all SEALs. 
Whether that is a real threat or just institu- 
tional huff-and-puff remains to be seen. 

Bissonnette has gone to lengths to avoid 
disclosing trade secrets about gathering 
intelligence and assaulting barricaded 
structures. His first-name-only descriptions 
are so careful that you would not know one 
of the SEALs if he was standing next to you 
in the grocery store, although use of the 
word “dude,” the phrase “the teams” and, of 


course, the F-word would be tipoffs. 

Still, blandness is a problem. But quibbles 
aside, “No Easy Day” renders in dramatic 
fashion those tense minutes in Abbottabad 
in May 2011. The dominant tone of the 
book is one of cool detachment, a perfec- 
tionist describing a day (actually, a night) 
at the office. Only when Bissonnette looks 
down at Bin Laden in a widening pool of 
blood does he permit himself an expression 


of disgust: 

“He had no intention of fighting. He 
asked his followers for decades to wear 
suicide vests or fly planes into buildings 
but didn’t even pick up his weapon. In all 
of my deployments, we routinely saw this 
phenomenon,” he writes, adding, “The lead- 
ers were less willing to fight. It is always the 
young and impressionable who strap on the 
explosives and blow themselves up.”

The languages and the 
cultures are different, 
but the pet peeves of 
mobile technology users 
around the globe are the 
same, with most people 
annoyed by receiving 
too much information, 
according to a poll re- 
leased Wednesday 

About 6o percent of 
adults and teenagers in 
eight countries said too 
much is being divulged 
online, including inap- 
propriate photos, unso- 
licited opinions, profan- 
ity and mind-numbing 
details of daily life. 

“We love our technol- 
ogy because it connects 
us and gives us an outlet 
for expression, but then 
at the same time, we are 
also feeling there is a bit 
of information overload,” said Jessica Hansen, 
a spokesperson for Intel Corporation, which 
commissioned the survey 

About half of the 7,087 adults and 1,787 
teenagers questioned in the online poll said 
they felt overwhelmed by all the information. 
Nearly 90 percent would like people to think 
about what they share and how others will 
perceive them online. 

Although many complain about overshar- 
ing, few people admit to doing it themselves. 

“We feel like others are sharing too much 
information, that there is too much to con- 
sume,” Hansen said, “but when we self-re- 
flect, of course it’s not us. We’re not the ones 
who are oversharing.” 

The most irritating online complaint in 


Australia is posting mundane details of life. In 
Indonesia, profanity is the online pet peeve. 
Americans cannot tolerate constant com- 
plaining. 

By most accounts, people share too much 
information and much of it is untrue. 

In Japan, nearly a third of adults admitted 
that they had released false information, and 
55 percent said they had a different online 
personality than their real one. In the U.S., 
the number of admitted online fibbers was 19 
percent. 

The poll conducted earlier this year in Aus- 
tralia, Brazil, China, France, India, Indonesia, 
Japan and the U.S. has a margin of error rang- 
ing from plus or minus 2.2 percent to 6.2 per- 
cent depending on the country

Slave to your email? Wonder what would hap- 
pen if you had to do without it? University of 
California-Irvine informatics professor Glo- 
ria Mark was curious — so she recently led 
a study that separated 13 people from their 
email for five days and recorded what hap- 
pened when they unplugged. Mark spoke 
about the joys and sorrows of ditching email. 

What made you want to see how people 
fared without email? 

That was way back in 2005 . 1 had this crazy 
idea that people were addicted to email. So I 
started thinking, the way you can test that is 
if you take people away from email cold tur- 
key "fou should see symptoms of withdrawal, 
the same way people are addicted to alcohol 
or drugs. 

How did you do the study? 

We had 13 volunteers who were civilian 


Systems Center outside Boston}. First we did 
a baseline measure— we had them work as 
usual for several days. Then we cut off email 
for five days, continuing to take our measure- 
ments. We couldn’t see a discernible trend on 
days 1 and 2. But at day 5, the pattern started 
to become clear: People became less stressed 
after being away from email. 

What else did you find? 

People reported that they were more produc- 
tive. They said they were able to focus on 
tasks longer. On average, people with email 
switched windows about 37 times per hour. 
Without email, that was cut in half to 18 
times per hour. With email, they spent an 
average of 394 seconds on any particular win- 
dow That went up to 568 seconds without 
email. This may not seem a lot, but in the 
world of multitasking, it’s a huge difference.
